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JIM JEFFRIES KNOCKS OUT FITZ 


The Big Californian Easily and Decisively Whips the Australian in 


Eleven 


Fierce Rounds Before tie Coney Island Sporting Club.

LARGEST AND MOST REPRESENTATIVE CROWD EVER AROUND A PRIZE RING SAW A NEW CHAMPION MADE 


Another battle for the pugilistic supremacy of the 
world has been fought and another name is inscribed 
upon the roll of fame. In one of the most vic- 
1ously contested fights known to pugilistic history, be- 
tore the largest and most representative gathering of 
men ever massed together in a pugilistic arena, James 
J. J: ftries, of Los Angeles, Cal., defeated Robert Fiiz- 
simmons, of Australia, the recognized champion of the 
wor'd. The laurel crown 
brow and the “Police Gazette” belt, emblematic of 
supremacy, encircles his waist, worn with the proud 
cousciousness of having won the right to wear it so 
legitimately, fairly, decisively and unequivocally that 
nobody can dispute bis right to its possession. 

Ilis victory was accomplished in a manner which 
offers no possible doubt about its completeness. There 
was no excuse for an untrained man’s defeat, as was 
offered in extenuation of Corbett’s victory over Sulli- 
van. Nobody coujd attribute his victory over Fitz- 
simmons to an accidental opportunity and the incident- 
al result which Corbett claims was responsible for the 
Australian’s victory over him. Jeffries outfought his 
opponent and demonstrated the fact that he was more 
than the equal of his distinguished rival in point of 
cleverness and other qualifications, which couduce to 
greatness. He was superior to Fitzsimmons in every 
round; he virtually defeated him in the round which 
preceded the one that witnessed the ending of the 
eventful battle. He hastened to make his victory 
complete and decisive, and in a minute anda half after 
hostilit'es were begun in the eleventh round “Fiz” lay 
stretched out upon the canvas-covered surface of the 
ring, unconscious, In one brief instant he had been 
relegated to an inferior position in the p:iblic’s esteem. 
He was no longer champion of tlie world; another had 
usurped his place in the temple of fame; he realized 
for the first time in his life the bitterness of defeat, and 
few shared his regrets. 

When Sullivan was beaten a .fdal wave of sorrow 
swept over the country; an idol had been shattered; a 
great light had gone out, and the world felt a pity for 
him. Corbett’s defeat was accepted placidly and 
philosophically. He had not wholly taken the place 
ot the hero whom he had conquered. He was not a 
favorite with the masses; he had not endeared himself 
to the people and his victory or defeat concerned them 
little. ‘Fitz,’ when he came into possession of the 
coveted title, made no effort to resurrect the sentiment 
which had lain dormant through all the years since 
Sullivan was dethroned. He was accepted as an in- 
evitable contingency, filling a void until a better man 
could demonstrate his worthiness, 

Jefiries gives every indication of being a people’s 
hero, his personality being of a kind that wins the cou- 
fidence and esteem of men. His victory was a popular 
one,it the spontaneity of enthusiasm, borne out by 
vociferous cheers and the applause of the assembled 
thousands which greeted him as he walked back to his 
corner, is any indication of the feeling which existafor 
him, * 

The battle was fast and furious while it fasted and 
men who are frequent patrons of the fighting game 
marveied at the way Jeffries, huge and giant-like in 
his proportions, forced the pace on his lighter antago- 
nist. S$ .on after the battle began he must have ceal- 
ized that his cleverness was superior to his rival’s, that 
his excess weight was to be of great advantage to him 
in the end, that his harder hitting power wou:d be an 
important factor in bringing matters to a decisive 
sequel. He fought with the courage born of confidence 
in his ability to win. At no time in the fight did it 
look as it “Fitz” had more than a remote chance to win. 
“Jeff” demonstrated that he could reach him effec- 
tively with either hand, It was a lefi-band straight 
punch on the nose which stretched Fitzimmons out on 
the floor in the second round. It was a hook with the 
left which put him down and almost out in the tenth 
round, and it was a right-hand punch swinging to the 
point of the jaw in the eleventh round which ended the 
fight in bis favor. The Australian fought courageously 
against superior odds and advantages, and even when 
st Was apparent to the most ardent of his admirers that 
he could not win he essayed to fight back gamely in 
the hope of turning the tide of victory in his favor. 

A crowd of damp, steaming peopie, standing in the 
pouring rain, waited for hours to buy high-priced tick- 
ets with their good money at the box offices of the 
Coney Island Athletic Club to see the two big men 
“Bob” Fitzsimmons and James Jeffries, fight for the 
championship of the world, and the PoLtice Ga- 
ZETTE diamond belt on the night of June 9. 

This crowd was as patient as a drove of oxen wait- 
ing for the butcher’s axe to knock them in the head, 
and though there was really no necevsity for them to 
be kept standing and waiting, it demonstrated one 
fact, namely, that the boxing game is at its height in 
this country and that a set of boxing gloves and a 24- 
fvot ring will not only get the dollars of the sporting 
men but the goo . coin of the day laborer, as well. 

The attractio . was a good one, in fact, it couldn’t be 
better, for theamme of Fitzsimmons is always one to 


adorns the Californian’s, 








conjure with, and everybody seemed to like Jeffries, 
the big, clever boilermaker with the championship 
bee in his cap. 

The intermittent downpour of rain didn’t have avy 
more effect on the crow¢ than it would bave had on a 
heap of stones, except that it had the effect 0? crowd- 
ing the waiting sports a little closer aad making them 
a trifle more anxious to get through the doors that 
were closed as tight us the gates of heaven to sinvers. 

From adozen different doors of the big building 
the lines stretched like the . ving, breathing arms of 
some giant octopus with a wooden body and woodeit 
ribs. As usual, speculators w ere plenty, and they had 
bundles of tickets which they were willing to sell at a 
slight advance over the purch ise price, many o6which 
were bought eagerly by me.: who were willing to pay 
the bonus, 

At last, when it seemed as if the sports were 
going to be washed out by the ruin, something 
happened and the doors wre opened just enough 
to let one man at atime squeeze through, and the 
dribble into the building beg:.1, like water trickling 
through cracks in a ship’s hull. 

The strangest thing of all wa:. the great interest the 
women took iu the affair, from the outside, of course. 
One-third of the main crowd, \utside the lines, was 
composed of members of the far sex, many of whom 
would have liked nothing bette: than to have paid 
some of their money as entrance fees. 

The building itself was an ideal amphitheatre, and 
arranged fairly well, but a large proportion of the 
spectators were annoyed by being placed behind the 
machine which had been erected for taking pictures 
of the contest. 

The one end of the arena which had a clear and un- 
interrupted view, being on the opposite side of the pic- 
ture machine, was filled in less than half an hour fiom 
the time the doors were opened by men who had lim- 
ited themselves to an expenditure of $5 to see “Fitz” 
defend his title to the hea, yweight championship of 
the world and his grip on th? famous ‘Police Gazette’’ 
diamond belt, which he ha already one claim on. 

The boxes, which it took . small bank roll to rent 
for the evening, were rath r slower in filling up—not 
because they had not been wld, but because the hold- 
ers were leisurely in enter’ ig. 

Asin many other heavy weight contests the betting 
was as free as air, and bc: men had supporters who 
were willing to let every hing go with their opinion. 
Fitzsimmons was the favi rite at any odds, from 2 to1 
to 5 to 3, and although . ic Jefiries money came in 
bunches it couldn’t force i.e Champion's end down to 
an even thing at the early. tage of the game. 

Another thing which le: t added 1iuterest to the con- 
test was the fact that both men had, while in training, 
conducted themselves in a lecent and orderly manner, 
as fighters should. They lad both retrained from in- 
dulging in personalities or calling each other names 
through the columns of the newspapers. Both had 
prepared for the meeting earnestiy, aud neither souglit 
any unnecessary advertisement. It was that trait in 
Jefiries which helped to increase bis popularity. 

The ring was one of the best ever put up and was so 
arranged as to be stakeless, It was lighted by calciums 
on a bridge overbead,in order to show the men off 
clearly for the picture machines. 

There wasn’t as mnch betting at the ringside as in 
former events of like character, for the simple reason 
that most of the heavy wagering had been done in 
New York during the days previous to the contest, 

One thing which puzzied the sports was the re- 
spective weights of the men, and while it was confi- 
dently believed that Fitz would fight in the neighbor- 
hood off170 pounds and Jeffries somewheres about 
205 yet no one except the trainers knew what the 
weights really were. 

This was an item of interest which will probably 
never go on record, and all that will be known was 
that the men fought at their best weights. 

A particularly noticeable feature was the presence 
of the sporting men from the West. Every large city 
was represented from San Francisco East, and it is 
safe to say that the assemblage was the most repre- 
sentative one which ever sat around a ring. 

Inorder that nothing might be ieft to the last 
minute, the referee, George Siler, had visited both the 
men at their quarters some days before and had talked 
with themon the rules under which they were to 
fight. 


Julian and Brady had selected Aleck Brown, of 
Brooklyn, as timekeeper for the club, and it was an- 
nounced early in the day that the seconds for Fitzsim- 
mons would be Martin Julian, “Jack’? Everhardt, 
“Yauk" Kenney and “Dan” Hickey, while Jeffries 
had selected as his advisers and assistants “Tommy” 
Ryan, ‘*‘Jack” Daly, “Billy” Delaney and Charley 
Jeffries, his brother. ” 

“Lew” Houseman was timekeeper for Fitzsimmons 
aud “Al” Smith held the watch for Jeffries. 

The purse was.$25,000. 


Some idea of the attendance was gained from the 








fact that the house had a s ating capacity of 8,442, and 
that there were plenty to ake every seat, 

There wasagreatcrow outside composed of those 
who wouldn't or couldn't pay, and who were content, 
apparently, to beat least near the place where a great 
fistic battle was taking p ace. ' 

The confidence of bot! men before entering the ring 
was supreme, and each /elieved he would win the fight 
in a very few rounds. 

Fitzsimmons had sa.d: ‘I’m going into this fight to 
win, aud I'm not mal ing any guesses. I know I’m 
going to turn the tric! and that’s enough.” 

Jeffries, on the oth r band, had said; “I am confi- 
deut of winning this ight. I know I am going to meet 
a great fighter, but . have trained hard and am iu the 
best of condition a:.d lam sure I willwin. I believe 
Robert Fitzsimme 1s will meet his Waterloo.” 

Que of the most notable bets recorded was that made 
by Ai Aulie, who placed $3,000 on Fitz at 2 tol. 

At 9:30 amid ‘ -emendous cheering Jefiries entered 
the building ace mpanied by his trainers, shortly after 
he passed iu he was met by Corbett, who shook hands 
with bim and \ ished bim luck. He wore a black and 
red sweater, a. .d was well bronzed by the sun at the 
seashore. 

Fitz had en:ered his room in some mysterious man- 
ner aud his \ ife, it is said, was smuggled in with bim, 

‘There way an argumeutin one of the rooms between 
Brady, Jef.ies, Julian aud Fitzsimmons regarding the 
rules and c which they were to fight. Jeffries wanted 
straight .arquis of Queensberry, while Fitz insisted 
onuach . break. 

The matter was soon settled, however, and both 
agre: i that it both were holding, the referee was to 
go between them, If one was holding with both hands 
his Opponent could puuch himself tree, 

At 10:10 “Fitz,” clad from head to foot in a blue 
bathrobe, made his uppearance. With him came a 
florul horseshoe six feet high, upon which was the in- 
scription; 

“Good Luck to the Champion.” 

Little Julian grabbed it up and exhibiied it tu the au- 
dience, 

A moment later the Californian, in garnet sweater 
and durk trousers, climbed through the ropes, while 
the house went wild over him. 

Then came Siler, the referee, coatless and collariess 
stripped for business, Betting took a spurt, the cal- 
ciums were turned on and the picture men got ready. 

While the men were being prepared by their seconds 
the challenges were aunounced, ‘“Kid’’ McCoy chal- 
lenged ‘‘Fitz” at the middleweight and also the win- 
ner, and Sharkey had a challenge fur the winner to 
fight in six weeks, 

When Jeffries was down to his white trunks he 
looked big, stroug and fit. His training at the sea 
shore had bronzed him like an Indian, and bis muscu- 
lar devolpment was wondertul, 

Fitzsimmous wore black trunks with a belt of*small 
American flags, 

It was twenty-four minutes past ten when the two 
men shook hands iu the centre of the ring and began 
to fight. They sparred cautiously fora minute, Each 
feluted warily for aun opening. ‘The Californian was 
the first to try alead and he landec bis left lightly on 
the Australian’s face. ‘‘Fitz” then led and his op- 
ponent ducked. He tried again and as he did so he 
threw his head Into an ugly lefi-hand uppercut. The 
crowd yelled vuciferously at ‘Fitz’s” discomfiture. 
The second round was one of the eventful rounds of 
the fight. ‘‘Jeff’”’ was active in sending in his right and 
left-hand blows to the body and face and one of 
the latter reached “Fitz’s’ nose in a convincing way 
that brought the blood trickling down in a tiny stream, 
“Billy”? Brad y’s eagle eye was the first to discern this 
and he called out, “We claim first blooJ.”” Referee 
Siler nodded his head in acknowledgement of the 
claim, The next blow of the Californian landed plump 
on the nose, he staggered back and fell sprawling upon 
his back. He looked confused when he got up, made 
several ineffectual feints to draw ‘Jeff’ into distance 
but before he got a chance to land a blow the bell rang 
and he walked to his corner with a crestfallen louk 
upon bis face. It was a decidedly bad round for him. The 
fighting in the third and fourth rounds was terrific. 

Both: men were then warmed up to their work and 
mixed it up in lively fashion. ‘Jefi’ did most of the 
leading while ‘‘Fitz”’ was playing a waiting game, in- 
tentupon getting an opportunity to bring his right 
across and put a summary euding to the fight. He 
tried it two or three times ineffectually and there were 
anxious faces in his corner. “Jeff” was using his 
immense weight to advantage in the cliaches and Siler 
had to force his way between them to break his hold. 

Jeffries’ forehead, just over the eye, bled copiously in 
the filth round from a cut received from a vicious left- 
baad puach which he ducked into. “Fitz” now began 
to force the pace and several times be backed his 
opponent onto the ropes, but the latter always ducked 
away under the lead or saved himself by clinching. 
The crowd yelled derisively at ‘‘Bob’s’’ inability to 
corner the big Calitornian. He then landed two or 








three light left-hand punches on “Jeff's” jaw, but tn 
backing away from one of the latter’s biows he lost his 
balance and fell back wards on the floor. In the next 
rally he landed several hard ones in “Jeff's” wind 
and the big fellow grunted audibly. Atthe opening of 
the sixth round “Fftz” shifted and landed a terrific 
right-hand punch on “Jeff's” ear. He followed this 
up witha punchin the belly, the sound of which was 
heard forty feet away. 

The end of the seventh round saw “Fitz” witha bit of 
advantage. ‘Jeff,’ who had been fighting very fast, 
was resting up, and the Australian took advantage of 
this to land a few light blows which did little or no 
damage. “Fitz” distinguished himself in the next 
round by landing an awful left-hand punch on “Jeff's” 
cheek, too high, however, to be effectual. Had it been 
a couple of inches lower down it would probably have 
terminated the fight. Theninth round was featureless, 
except for the fast exchanges. Inthe tenth “Jeff” shot 
a left to the body and brought the right up to the Jaw. 
He followed this up with a left on the Jaw. ‘Fitz” 
toppled over and lay prostrate on his back. He rolled 
over as Siler counted four,and struggled to his fet, 
dazed and almost out. He knew enough to clinch, and 
“Jeff threw him away from him, causing him to fall 
again. He gotup slowly. “Jeff” tried several punches 
to end matters, but the bell rang, and ‘Fiz was 
saved. 

“Fitz”’ recuperated quickly for the eleventh round 
and came out of his corner as gaily almostos when the 
fight began. He began hostilities with a vicious lett 
swing for the bead; it was cleverly blocked, and then 
“Jefi” stepped in with a terrific left and right-hand o1- 
slaught. ‘Fitz’ retreated as the blows rained down 
thick and fast, and finally he dropped his left guard), 
Quick asa flash Jeffries brought his right across with 
the force ofa s!edye-hammer; it landed with a cra: h on 
the point of the Australian’s Juw. He went down at 
full length, and long before Biler began to count it was 
evident that he would be unable to resume fighting. 
He was completely knocked out in 1 minute 32 2-5 
seconds of the round.

The Murderer is a Leading Politician and Business Man and Once Managed the 


Amateur Baseball 


A most dtamatic stoty of a tragedy comes from the 
town of Uniontown, Pa., where a blind man groped his 
way into a room where his sweetheart was and killed 
her mother while trying to get at another man of 
whom he was jealous. 

The murdered woman was Mrs. Minerva Monaghan, 
and she was killed in her home on Jeflerson street by 
Councilman William McCormick, who also seriously 
injured hewdaughter, Mrs. Gertrude McGogan. 

The murderer Is blind, and it Is marvellous that one 
in his conditioncould comaiit the crimes he did, 

McCormick has been paying devoted attention to 
Mrs. McGogan ever since she was separated from her 
hustand dfew years ago. The testimony at the In- 
qtiest Showed that McCormick Had been calling on 
Mra. McGogan for a long time and that they had an 
understanding that she was to receive no other com- 
pany. He made his usual call the other night and he 
and Mrs. McGogan had ice cream together not far trom 
her bome,. After their return home she complained of 
being sick and requested McCormick to leave her, 
which he did, For some reason he was suspicious 
and decided to await developments, 

It now appears that Mrs. McGogan had an 
engagement with another man, which explains 
her desire to get rid of McCormick. His arrival 
was Con: municated in some way to McCormick, 
tit bow, be has not yet told, and an hour or so 
after his rival went Into the house McCormick 
groped his way to the parlor door only to flitd It 
locked. He then hoisted the front parlor window 
and effected an entrance that way by climbing 
over potted plants and bric-a-brac. He had 
taken his shoes off to make his movements as 
noiseless as possible. He felt his way along the 
hall until he reached the room in which he heard 
his sweetheart and rival talking and laughing. 
With a lunge he shivered the lock and its 
encasements into pieces and leaped tuto the 
presence of the astonished couple. 

As McCormick burst in he. said he had come 
tokilithem, Mrs. McGogan met him at the 
duot atid was knocked down by McCormick, who 
struck her with @ lafge water plicher, which 
was broken into pleces. Then a strttgcle began. 
The other man tried to escape, but McCormick 
seized him at the door and cut two ugly gushes 
across his back. The men clinched and then 
the rival broke loose and leaped downstuirs, 

McCormick renewed his attack on Mrs. Me- 
Gogan who struggled out into the hall, He 
struck her over the head with something he held 
in his right hand, inflicting wounds at each 
thrust. He was still slashing her and declaring 
he would end her life when her mother, Mrs. 
Monaghan, appeared. 

She was sitting up with asick member of the 
family and was iu her nightclothes. Mrs. Mona- 
ghan shouted: 

** Will, don’t kill her.” 

McCormick replied with curses and fiercer 
strokes, Then Mrs. Monaghan advanced and 
took hold of McCormick as though to pacify 
him. As she did so he made a thrust at her, 
sending the knife or whatever he held in his hand, into 
her neck, She threw up Ler hands ani fell, saying 
feebly: 

“Oh, he has killed me, my throut is cut.” 

McCormick groped around in the dark till he found 
his victim, whom he dragged into the bathroom and 
dashed water into her face in the vain attempt to re- 
suscitate her. 

Mrs. McGogan raised the window and gave the 
alarm. She then ran from the house. She was met by 
some neighbors, who took her to Dr. J. 8. Hackney’s 
office nearby, where the dozen wounds on her head 
and face were dressed. She was scarcely able to walk. 

McCormick, left alone with his victim, felt his way 
down the stalre@and out into the street. 

He went to his home, where, by the directions of 
Coroner Taylor, who was summoned immediately after 
the tragedy, he wasarrested, taken to jail and placed 
iu charge of his brother, Sheriff George McCormick, otf 
that county. The man wno was in the house was also 
arrested for complicity in the crime, but was later re- 
leased when it waslearned he was in no manner re- 
sponsible. Late in the evening he and Mrs. McGogan 
were botls placed under arrest to thwart a rumored at- 
tempt to spirit them away. 

McCormick is one of the leading politicians and busi- 
ness men of thecounty. For fourteen years he has been 
elected to the Common Council from a strongly Repub- 
lican ward, though he is a Democrat. He was once 
manager of the amateur baseball team which won the 
aniateur championship of Pennsylvania for several 
years.

Alfred Brown, burelar, better known, hoWever, 
uuder the famous name of **Kil Miller,’’ confidence 
man aud bunco steerer, stabbed and killed John Weiss, 
a fellow convict in the State Prison at Trenton, N. J., 
recently. 

The men were employed in the prison bakeshop. 
Whey had finished their early morning duties and were 
ta the cook house with several prisoners preparing to 
go to breakfast. According to the stories told by the 
men Brown was standing at a sink washing his hands, 
Weiss gruffly commanded him to “give over” and 
jostied him. Brown used rough language in resenting 
Weiss’ conduct and the latter struck Brown in the face 
with his fist. Brown thereupon picked upa long, 
sharp-bluded bread knife from a nearby table. Weiss 
seiged him from bebind to prevent him from using the 
knife, but Brown managed to turn and 
plunged the kuife in Weiss’ breast, 

The stabbing was done so quickly that 
the convicts who stood by declare that 
there was no time tointerfere. Nodepu- 
ties or other prison officers were in the 
room, but Weiss’ ery when he was 
stabbed brought halfa dozen of them to 
the scene. Weiss was removed to the 
hospital, where it was learned that bis 
wound was mortal, and Brown was putin 
a dungeon cell, Brown is serving a ten- 
year term for burglary in Hudson 
County. He was brought to the prison 
in April, 1897. He is 20 years old, 
Weiss was serving atwo-year term for 
forgery iu Kssex County. He was con- 
victed in March, 1808, and was 30 years 
eld. 

Alfred Brown, known on both sides or 
the Atlantic as **Kid” Miller because of 
bis extreme youth when he first gained 
notoriety as a bunco man, reformed 
several years ago and went into horse 
racing upon the advice of Thomas Flynn, 
ex-Speaker of the New Jersey Legis- 
lature and race track starter. Miller 
came to New York trom Chicago about 
1880 and svon put into operation an 
elaborate system of bunco out of which 
he made a small fortune. He got up 
what was known at the time as the 
“Prige Fund Exbibition,”’ the workings 
of which he described himself not long 
agv as follows: 

“The man to be victimized was taken 
to one of three offices run by us, which 
were fitted up in sumptuous style and 
gave an immediate impression of busi- 
ness.

When the victim drew a star number he 
was allowed to draw again. He was per- 
mitted to win anywhere from $1,000 to 
$5,000 and was then forced to draw a conditional 
prize. That meant he had to putup $500 in cash or 
as much as the dealer thought he could stand, on the 
ground that he hadto do so to protect what'Tie had 
already woa and entitie bim to another drawing. 
Then by skillful counting he would draw a blank and 
lose.” 


Miller approached prominent citizens of wealth as a 
rule, sone of Whom made serious trouble for him. He 
made a statement at one time that he had often paid 
money to the police for protection, aid made specific 
charges against Capt, Sclimittherver, He is said to 
have fleeced Mgr. Cupel out of $700 at bunco, but was 
forced to give the money beck. An Englishman was 
beaten out of $21,000 in Chicago at the time Gen. 
Grant wasstopping at the Palmer House on his way 
around the world The man was sett back to the hotel 
by Miller for $150,000 to put into the “Prize Fund 
Exhibition,” and by accident informed the hotel clerk 
of his operations, with the result that the police chased 
Miller ontoftown. Sir James Ashburn, ot Brighton, 
England, was swindled heavily by Miller, who repre- 
sented himself asa sou of James Russell Lowell, then 
Minister to England. Oscar Wilde was also a victim, 
but he complained so vigorously to Police Captain 
Williams that Miller returned the money. 

Miller was terribly beaten by three notorious crooks 
in the Tenderloin a few years ago. Jealousy because of 
Miller's attention toa woman was the cause. Miller 
wus so badly hurt that be was taken to a hospital and 
was soon reported dead. He never fully recovered from 
the effects of the assault, and :uffered from 
paralysis for some time ofterward.

She rushed to the canal and 
plunged Into the water, She was fished out in a state 
of collapse and taken to &t. Francis Hospital, where 
she dled, 

She was known as “Elsie of the Bowery,” because 
she lived ina thorvughfare giver over to notorious re- 
sorts, [er home wasin Philadelphia. Either a hus- 
band ora brother was killed in the meadow wreck 
near Atlantic City in the summer ot 1896, and the re 
ceived a sum of money awarded in the settlement ofa 
damage suit. ‘This she spent freely. Her last install- 
ment was spent a few weeks ago, and she became de- 
spendent. She took a large dose of carbolic acid with 
suicidal intent a few weeks ago. She made the remark 
to a companion that she was not allowed to see her 
mother when she died, but that she would see her 
sume time.

Soldier of the Spanish War and a 
Miner Meet on the Street.

With the ferocity of wildcats, 8. F. Meek and An- 
drew Pedros fought to Rill etch other, on Franklin 
street, Shamokin, Pa, the othet nigtt. 

Their deadly struggle lasted for more than an hour, 
and while neither of them had firearms or knives, they 
inflicted terrible injuries upon each other, and both 
may die, In their fury they fought literally with tooth 
and nail, scrupling at nothing. 

Meek, who Is the proprietor of a shoeniaking estal- 
lishment, served during the Spanish-American war as 
a member of the Twelfth Pennsylvania Volunteers. 

He and Pedros, who is a miner, have long borne 
eumity to one another, and frequent threats foreboded 
a Clash between them. Ugly words began to fly when 
they met, and in a moment their feud took a more vio- 
lent form. 

Meek pickéd tip a stone, and with it almost tore out 
the left eyeof the miner. 

Blood streamed down Pedros’ face, but he whirled 
around and knocked down his assailant 
with asingle blow. ‘Then he Jumped 
on him, and the two men clinched, 

They rolled about, pounding, scratch- 
ing and hurting each otber in every way 
that offered. A few people, attracted 
by the noise of the combat, gathered 
around them, but no one tutertered, 

Attimesthe men seemed exhausted, 
oUt would regain thelr strength and re- 
new the fight, Meek directed most 
Gt his blows at Pedros’ fuce, and the 
latter was practically blinded. 

The conflict was brought toan end by 
Pedros, who leaped to his feet, and, with 
a mighty effort, picked up his opponent 
and hurled bim with awful force agatust 
astone heap. Oneof Meek'’s rites was 
broken and the end was into his lung. 

Atter disposing of the shoemaker, 
Pedros collapsed. His head was battered 
beyoud recognition and he was internal- 
ly injured. 

Meek nearly died when the broken 
bone was eXtraeted from his lung by a 
surgeon, only his strong Conétitution 
saving him, 

It was some time after the close of the 
fight that the Injured men received at- 
tention, a8 the persons who saw it ran 
off after it was over, belleving that they 
bad killed each other.

“Ed” Martin, the so-called ‘‘Denver Cyclone,’ will have to learn 
a great deal more about the necessities of the game before he can 
pose successfully as a pugilist. Last Tuesday night at the Lenox 
Club he made his debut before a Metropolitan assemblage in what 
was scheduled to be a twenty-five tound bout with “Bob’’ Arm- 
strong the ‘Black Adonis.” In less than two of the twenty-five 
rounds the “Cyclone” had displayed all the knowledge he possessed 
of scientific boxing, and he lay prone upvun the floor with Referce 
‘*Charley"’ White bending over him waving parabolic cu:ves over 
him to indicate the numerical period of seconds allowed him to re- 
sume fighting. As the “Cyclone” evinced no very violent desire to 
renew operations he cleverly rolied over upon his back aud pre- 
tended to be knocked out. He refused to get up until a vigorous 
kick from White, who saw through the fake, admonished him that 
he had lost the batile. 

Martin, who was the aggressor when the bell called the men to 
the centre in the opening round, fought like a cyclone, aud kept 
Armstrong busy dodging blows and defending himself generally. 
The Denver man was very awkward, but willing, and he fought 
roughly. At close range terrific blows were delivered frequently 
and with force, Martin having the better of the exchanges. The 
Westerner smashed Armstrong hard on the body and face aud two 
terrific left hand swings had him groggy when the round ended. 

Armstrong's secouds worked energetically over their wan during 
the one minute of rest and “Bob"’ answered the bell in the second 
round considerably refreshed. Martin was fresh and as aggressive 
asever. He led off with a terrific left hand swing on the head and 
a right over the heart, getting away without a return, rie rushed 
again, and Armstrong sprinted around for a few moments. Then 
Armstrong seut the right for the jaw and missed. A clinch ful- 
lowed, and when they broke away Martin again rushed and scored 
with the left on the head, Quick as a flash Armstrong seut his 
right across, scoring heavily ou the jaw. 
to careen toward the ropes. While Martin was lyiug on the ropes 
Armstrong pounded the Westerner uumercifully on the head and 
body and soon had him in a state of collapse. Martin finally 
clinched and held fast to Armstrong until the referee separa 
them. 

Although unsteady and bleeding freely from the nose, the West- 
erver made a plucky effurt to turu the tide of battle In his favor. 
He made a determined rush and tried bard to score with the left 
on the jaw, His judgment of distance was bad, and he fell short. 

Armstrong countered heavily with the right on the jaw, and 
Martin went down. Armstrong sent his man to the beards after 2 
miuutes 50 seconds of hard fighting. He was still lying helpless on 
the floor of the ring when the bell iudicated that the round had end- 
ed. As Martin had been down 10 ceconds, ‘Chariey’’ White, the 
referee, declared Armstrong the winner. 

The opening bout between Bellefield Walcottand ‘‘Sam'’ Holmes, 
the colored lightweights, was also very short. Walcott gave his 
opponent a terrific thumping, aud he quit after fighting 1 minuie 46 
seconds in the second round, 

In the second bout, between ‘“Kid'’ Broad and ‘fony” Moran, 
Broad easily outpointed his man, finally knockivg him out after 
fighting 1 minute 48 seconds in the third round.

‘Bobby ’’ Dobbs Talks of a Match With Lavigne---The ‘* Fighting Tip’s’’ Hard 
Job---Walcott's Brother Looks Promising---Other Things.

Owing to the exigencies of the moment oc- 
casioned by our desire to hasten the delivery of this 
edition of the PoLice GazeTre coutaining a full and 
accurate account of the proceedings to-niglit at Coney 
Island to readers in near aul remote places, I am de- 
nied the opportunity to give my version of the affair 
with an analysis of the work done by the fighters.

Envious of the success of his wise rivals in 
the pugilistic game Fitzsimmons, through Julian, has 
decided to embark in some end of it that promises re- 
ward in the shape of huge accumulations of kopecks, 
He has seen Corbeti’s ten barkeepers shoveling out 
grog and gathering in the shekels in plentiful quant:- 
ties, and he has observed Sharkey strutting up and 
down Broadway lit up like a Hester street goose, with 
diamonds enough ou him to starta pawnshop. “Fitz” 
thinks an interest in the Coney Island Sporting Club is 
about his size, so he has temporarily side-tracked his 
scheme to open a “bvozing ken’’ next door to Corbett, 
and for the present dip his oarin the managerial end 
of the club by the sea. Julian says he has become a 


member of the organization, which makes the deduc- 
tion obvious to the sporting fraternity that “Fitz” will 
have more than one fight here. Following out this line 
of argument, the knowing ones who study the situation 
say that it shows a confidence in the ability of the 
champlon to defeat “Jim” Jeffries in their meeting to- 
night. As the field is carefully looked over the idea 
which gained currency several weeks : go, in effect 
that it is **Bob’s” purpose to have three or more fights 
at the Seaside clubhouse, carefully selecting his men, 
within reasonable time, seems to have about hit the 
nail on the head. Italso means a rivalry between the 
two Manhattan clubs, Lenox and Broadway, and 
Coney Island Club, with some interesting develop- 
ments for the future. It will be a fight for attractions, 
and “Bob” is intended to be the mainstay of the pro- 
jectors of the enterprise at the Island.

The flighty revolutions of “Jim” Corbett’s 
giant mind have evolved some weird thoughts which 
emanated in the shape of interviews that suggested 
the advisability of somebody putting a padlock upon 
his circumlocutory orifice and losing the key. Only 
the other day he took the “dear public” into his confi- 
dence and proceeded to tell just how the fighters and 
their managers divided their monetary acquisitions, 
and a whole lot of professional secrets which might, 
with some sense of discretion, have been left untold. 
‘The public is hardly interested in the inner workings 
ofthe gaine. Itgivesupits money in the holy cause, 
and its nobody’s business what becomes of it after it 
goes into the club’s “‘kick,’’ but Mr. Corbett, iu bis 
eagerness to tell what he knows, delivers himself thus. 

“The purse between Fitzsimmons and Jeffries will 
be divided. I don’t know how much money each will 
get, but Jeffries will get his share. The exact division 
of the purse can never be stipulated in the articles of 
agreement. Allowances must always be made for cer- 
tain money to be paid to certain persons. 

“Now, take my fight with Sharkey. The truth about 
that bas never been told. After the very unsatisfac- 
tory ending of the encounter the great majority of per- 
sons believed that it was a fake, aud they cited as 
proof of their opinions that the purse was divided. It 
would surprise many persons, however, to know that 
the purse was divided before the fight begau. On the 
afternoo: of the fight I bought a safe for $40 and had 
it taken up tomy housein Harlem. Before the fight 
began I got $16,000 and it went into that safe. I don't 
know what Sharkey got. It’s none of my business. I 
had my money and then the only thing I had to look 
after was my reputation. 

“It may bea very pleasing deiusion to believe that 
two fighters are going to the trouble of training fur 
many weeks and draw a large crowd and great gate re 


ceipts only to jet the Manager of the enterprise att 1 








the winner get allot the money, Without the loser the 
fight could not goon. His reputation, especially be- 
fure he loses, isa drawing card, so why shouldn't he 
get a division of the purse beforehand? They all do 
it. When I lost to Fitzsimmons at Carson City I came 
away with more money than Fitzsimmons made. Ol 
course, had I won the battle, I would have won much 
more money, but I got the large end of the purse. 

“In every bout which I have fought I bave had it 
arranged so that I would have been well fixed, no mat- 
ter which way the decision went. But, of course, I 
would make more if I wou and then the incentive to pre- 
serve my reputation would make me fight my best."’ 

Now, wasn’t it real nice and “clubby”? of Corbett to 
tell that? And see how much the public is bevetitted 
by being so well enlightened.

various individuals who .are reputed to be managers, 
asking them to do business for him, he wiil be well 
provided with an advisory managerial corps when he 
finally arrives. He wants to fight “Kid” Lavigne, 
and failing in that direction, he is willing—just by the 
way of an anchovy—to take on ‘Mysterious Billy” 
Smith, 

“Oh, get him tor me!’ ejaculated the mysterious 
one, when Dobbs’ home coming was announced. ‘There 
las been a lot of backing and filling over a match be- 
tween Smith and Dobbs, and I should not be surprised 
to learn that some one of the local matchmakers had 
contracted for the goods, A battle between these two 
worthies would be about as nice a betting proposition 
as J know of, and as betting has become one of the 
principal incidents to the fistic game, this element 
must be taken into consideration when pairs are 
drawn.
